We only saw two loads of Aberdeen-Angus steers 
in the pens. They weren’t finished and did not compare very well 
with the fatty Herefords. Even although the Aberdeen-Angus 
weren’t thin—nothing ever looks so hard as a thin Aberdeen-Angus 
as nothing can compare with the all satisfying sight of a fat Aber- 
deen-Angus. So although we were glad to see even these two loads 
of Aberdeen-Angus steers they had a hard time to look good and 
represent the breed when one compared them with some of the 
Hereford loads, such as the well known Casement cattle. Dan’s 
cattle were fat, too fat maybe, but they weren’t built right, some 
of them, and the grand championship went to a load of calves as 
prime as any Hereford steers dare to get. They were a beautiful 
load—the best Hereford load of beef we ever saw. 

And so here’s hoping the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion will soon find time and money to co- (Continued on page 8 


feed, freight, and stall rent estimated say 
at $250.00, even although the Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association might help. And 
so the Hereford men can chuckle again; their 
army of boosters and a few good Shorthorn 
herds will be there to increase the popularity 
and wealth of these breeders in that gate- 
way to the outlet of hundreds of bulls. (Ok- 
lahoma breeders already have furnished two 
cars in recent months to that section beyond 
El] Paso. So it isn’t a dreamland, it’s a bull 
market with unlimited possibilities.) 

We could easily have sold twenty Aber- 
deen-Angus range bulls at $125.00 each at 
Fort Worth if we had had them. Many small 
breeders have these bulls and are making 
steers of them, cutting their value in two. 
This is a loss to Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
and should be remedied by more cooperation. 

Bulls and more bulls are wanted to raise 
these black feeder steers already so appreci- 
ated in the corn belt. What a pity if Aber- 
deen-Angus range men cannot find them and 
_— to the handier Hereford or even Short- 
orn. 

Aberdeen-Angus bulls from the Texas 
herd of that old reliable breeder, Judge 
Small, of Shamrock, have usually been avail- 
able in a pinch but even his good breeding 
and most useful bulls are all sold this year. 
He has also sold the most of his cow herd. 
His place as a bull provider on these ranges 
Is going to be hard to fill. (Mayhap it will 
be no “Small” job.) Probably it never will 
be so efficiently filled unless he himself de- 
cides to come back again. Of course other 
Texas breeders such as Will Hill have bulls

The labor problem makes the raisin af 
beef cattle profitable in our county, Sin 
with the coming of manufacturing plants, 
labor on the farms is becoming scarcer and 
higher priced and less efficient, and yj 
continue to grow worse as water power jg 
developed and manufacturing increases 
and we as farmers might as well set oy 
houses in order by adopting labor Saving 
crops and methods. And I know of noth. 
ing that can take care of your idle and 
waste lands with as little labor as the rais. 
ing of beef cattle. About all that is re. 
quired to take care of a good herd of cows 
on pasture is a man who loves the business 
and knows his cows, a saddle horse and a 
sack of salt. 

Our many good grasses and rough 
feeds, long summers and mild winters make 
the business of raising beef cattle worthy 


We have heard much said in 

the last few years about money 

crops and diversification of crops for Blount 
county. Many changes have been made. 
Some have gone to growing tobacco, some 
trucking. some dairying, some fruit, and 
many other things. And wonderful that 
Blount county is so well adapted to all these 
crops, yet the half has never been told. It 
does seem to me that the raising of beef 
cattle is being too much neglected, consid- 
ering everything. I feel that the raising of 
beef cattle should play a larger part in our 
county, as a money crop, than most any 
other branch of agriculture. And I would 
argue the question from the standpoint of 
first class pure bred beef cattle, since there 
is as much disappointment in scrub beef 
cattle as there is in scrub products of any 
other kind. Young heifers can be bought 
very cheap at present, making the first in- 
vestment inviting, and there is no depreci- 
ation for many years. In fact their market 
value increases for a number of years. The 
old cow, after her fourteen years of service 
and usefulness, can be fed and sold as beef 
for as much as she costs as a heifer. Sup- 
pose she costs $100 as a yearling, and we 
keep her until 1940, she would be fourteen 
years old. Keeping all of her females and 
selling her bulls, we would have seven 
daughters, twenty-one granddaughters, fif-

Historic Long-Horn Cattle to be Pre- 

served by Government. 

That the long-horned, or Spanish breed 
of cattle, once so numerous in the South- 
west, may be preserved from complete ex- 
tinction, the Forest Service, United States 
Department of Agriculture, will maintain 
a herd on the Wichita National Forest in 
Oklahoma, according to an announcement 
made today by Col. W. B. Greeley, chief 
forester. The agricultural appropriation 
bill signed by President Coolidge on Janu- 
ary 17th carries an item for their purchase 
and maintenance. The department has for 
several years urged the necessity for a 
small herd of these picturesque examples 
of early pioneer life of the Southwest for 
the benefit and education of future genera- 
tions interested in pioneer history, said 
Colonel Greeley. 

The Wichita national forest lies right in 
the heart of the range of the old southern 
herds of plains buffalo, and is a part of the 
region formerly known as the Indian Terri- 
tory, where now live more than fifty thous- 
and Indians. Here also grazed some of the 
pioneer herds of these long-horned cattle 
when the live stock industry in the South- 
west was in its infancy. There are still a 
few living members of this once numerous 
breed of cattle to be found in Texas. The 
herd for the Government will be selected by 
expert cattlemen familiar with the charac- 
teristics of the cattle and of the southwest- 
ern ranges. They will be grazed in a past- 


ure immediately adjoining the one occupied 
by the herd of buffalo now established on 
the forest.

operate down here and see that when bulls 
are wanted and larger breeders are sold out 
business can be lined up for the small breed- 
er who may have trouble finding a market 
for his bulls and who may be hopelessly cas- 
trating them instead of putting them on 
these southern ranges where God Almighty 
intended them to be. 


Superintendent W. H. Hill sends just a 
brief note along with a marked catalog tell- 
ing of the winnings in both the fat and the 
breeding classes. He says in part: “After 
learning that Earl G. Ryan was unable to 
reach Fort Worth where he was to act as 
judge I called Mr. G. O. Cresswell over the 
phone and finally persuaded him to be on 
hand Monday morning to pass on the Aber- 
deen-Angus steers. The Oklahoma A. & M. 
College brought out a right good senior calf 
but he was not good enough to beat the sen- 
ior Hereford calf for the grand champion- 
ship honors. 

“While the Aberdeen-Angus exhibit was 
not so large as it should have been, it has 
been some years since there has been so 
much inquiry for Aberdeen-Angus bulls and 
the demand for Aberdeen-Angus_ steer 
calves and yearlings will never be filled. 

“We were fortunate in getting Mr. Cress- 
well to judge for us. No doubt you will re- 
member at one time Mr. Creswell owned one 
of the largest herds in the Southwest, and 
one of the best.” 


It is indeed pleasing to note from the 
writings of both of the gentlemen reporting 
this show that there is such good demand 
for Aberdeen-Angus bulls and that the 
steer demand will consume as many and 


home to cowmen generally in the Southwest 
this demand for the good Blackskins will 
show the wisdom of affiliating with this 
particular breed of beef cattle. In this con- 
nection it might be well to remind those in- 
terested in growing beef for the market of 
the fact that the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
holds the world’s record for high quality 
beef, as is shown conclusively by the block 
test throughout the whole cattle world. And 
again, the matter of early maturity should 
not be overlooked. 

There is another thought that no doubt 
will interest the cowmen of the Southwest 
since they are beginning to find a market 
for their calves, and that is the decided 
preference of corn belt feeders and finishers 
for the Bonnie Blacks. They like them and 
they are ready to pay a premium for them 
and this premium is the dominating factor 
that spells profit. As evidence of this as- 
sertion please be referred again to the way 
the 1400 Texas Aberdeen-Angus calves sold 
at the recent American Royal at Kansas 
City, and they were the first to leave the 
pens at that. Good Texas Aberdeen-Angus 
calves will always demand top prices and 
with but few exceptions will demand a 
premium over going top prices. 

Perhaps there should be a committee dele- 
gated to look after these Southwestern 
shows, whose duty will be to see that there 
are sufficient exhibits to make the breed 
more conspicuous than heretofore. Think 
this last proposition over. Let’s get busy 
and look after this new trade that is knock- 
ing at our door today.

The contest rules are simple. Not less 
than 15 nor more than 20 calves may be en- 
tered as a load. The 15 heaviest calves may 
be selected for final consideration from 
among the total number. At least two-thirds 
of the calves must be raised by the feeder. 
The other third may be bought locally. The 
birth date must be known and every calf 
must be marked so the record may be check- 
ed and the proper date for weighing when 
the 15 calves average 450 days of age may 
be determined. ; 

The calves must be dropped sometime be- 
tween February 1st and June 31st, 1927. 
Steers, heifers, or mixed loads may be en- 
tered. Grade purebreds, or crossbreds of 
any beet breed may be fed. The only re- 
quirement as to breeding is that the calves 
must be sired by a pure bred. beef bull and 
from cows of beef breeding. 

No restrictions will be placed on the use 
of any feed or feeding method except that 
nurse cows are not to be used and the use 
of milk in any form is barred after the indi- 
vidual calf has reached 9 months of age. 

A simple record as to methods of feeding, 
and handling of calves will be required but 
the contest itself will be decided entirely on 
the basis of weight at 450 days of age. The 
calves may be sold at any time or on any 
a after final contest weights have been 
taken. 

The method of beef making contemplated 
in the contest is sound. An increasing num- 
ber of Iowa farmers are maintaining a herd 
of from 10 to 30 cows for the calves they 
produce. The cows are wintered largely on 
roughages and crop wastes and pastured in 
summer on the cheaper permanent pastures 
or on sweet clover. The cows make a mar- 
ket for such feeds and at the same time in- 
sure some calves to which a part of the corn 
crop may be fed. 

The market demands, and will continue to 
demand, baby beeves. The beef cattle situ- 
ation indicates increasing demand and com- 
paratively higher prices for high quality 
feeder calves. The man who grows and 
feeds his own calves is taking much of the 
speculation out of the beef cattle business. 
Those who are handling beef cattle as sug- 
gested above have been making good from 
the profit standpoint. 

A similar contest was conducted in the 
state of Minnesota last year. Out of 40 en- 
tries secured 18 loads were weighed up for 
final competition. A load of Herefords top- 
ped the list with an average of 1056 pounds 
at 15 months. Aberdeen-Angus, Shorthorns, 
and Herefords were all represented in the 
top ten loads. Every load in the first ten

The loud clear call of the robin, who is a 
universal favorite, announced the coming of 
spring. John Burroughs once called the 
robin the most native and democratic of 
birds. He migrates north from Virginia to 
the Artic coast, east of the Rockies. Then 
the beautiful cardinal is again with us and 
we often hear his call but he is shy and 
must be searched for. Spring brings so 
many tasks to the housekeeper, chickens, 
garden, house cleaning, we sometime slight 
the beauties of the season, the spring flow- 
ers, the open air concert of the spring morn- 
ing. Work brings more happiness if the 
heart responds to the beauties of nature. 


House Cleaning Hints. 

Want of system and order in house-clean- 
ing is the cause of the most prodigal waste 
of time and patience. In the beginning of 
the spring house-cleaning take an inventory 
of your house and everything that is not 
useful or that you do not think beautiful 
should be discarded as every article in your 
home requiles care, and simplicity is the 
keynote in good housekeeping at the present 
time. Of course the cleaning should begin 
in the cellar, then to the attic for

Old almanacs, lame chairs and grandpa’s trunk ; 

Not a thing’s any good but throw it away 

And somebody’ll want it the very next day.” 

The large cartons we get at the grocery 
stores are very good for storing clean dis- 
carded clothing suitable for rug material. 
Put old sweaters and knit goods into one, 
these make beautiful hocked rugs. The wool 
rags make nice braided or crocheted rugs. 

Before starting the spring cleaning have 
a number of dust cloths made. They may 
be of cheese cloth, old cotton cloth or the 
tops of silk stockings sewed together then 
wring them out of two quarts of warm wat- 
er to which one-half cup kerosene has been 
added. 

There are brushes on the market suitable 
for all kinds of cleaning, however broom 
covers are very useful. They are made in 
this way. Take a rectangular piece of 
heavy outing or cotton flannel just a little 
longer and wider than the broom, sew a 
four inch double ruffle into the seam at the 
bottom and a draw string in the top. 

A damp whisk broom will take dust from 
cracks and corners. 

To wash windows add a tablespoon of 
ammonia to a gallon of water. 

Winter clothing should be aired, clean and 
pressed before putting away. 

Blankets should be well cleaned and care- 
fully wrapped in newspapers.

A Money Crop for Tenn.

would be now if our county was filled with 
good beef cattle to eat the great surplus of 
hay and grain for which we have no market. 
You never heard a fellow who has the right 
kind of steers and has raised them com- 
plaining that he has lost money. He can 
always find buyers at top prices. It is the 
man who buys his cattle too high and has 
to sell on a low market that loses money, 
not the man who raises his cattle. The per- 
son who buys good cows and heifers now to 
raise from at present prices and will stay 
in the game and not go in debt tom much 
for other things to the jeopardizing of his 
herd, as a great many have done, will come 
out all right in the future, if figures do not 
lie. Really he should have bought them 
two or three years ago and been ready with 
a good crop of calves at present. 

I would like to speak of the relation of 
beef cattle to the upkeep of our soils, but I 
fear I am becoming tiresome. But I want 
to speak of the raising of beef cattle as a 
branch of agriculture which affords much 
pleasure and breaks many of the monoton- 
ies of life. It’s not any wonder to me that 
David, after having been forgiven of his 
sins, and relieved of that great discourage- 
ment and distress of soul, selected a pasture 
scene to express his joy and happiness. I 
don’t think any person can read the Twenty- 
Third Psalm and properly appreciate it un- 
less he has visited the barns and there seen 
the calves as they lie on their clean, warm 
beds of straw, chewing their cuds, and ex- 
pressing their contentment and joy in 
grunts of satisfaction, or has gone down in 
the meadows along the creek and there seen 
the cows and little calves after coming down 
out of the hills with sides distended and ud- 
ders strutted, the cows having drunk of the 
refreshing waters, and the calves having 
nursed to their fill, all lying down in big 
grass under the shade of trees. I don’t 


think there is a place anywhere that is cap- 
able of producing more such scenes than 
Blount county, Tennessee.
